City changes 
direction for 
farm market 
master

The Grayling City Council on Monday 
planted a new person in the seat for the 
community's farm market master, 

The council agreed to hire Beth Hubbard 
as the farm market master for the commu- 
nity’s farm market, 

At the council's May 24 meeting, city 
attorney Michael Edward advised the coun- 
cil not to enter into a contract with Farm 
Market Master Tom Wellman due to a 
potential conflict of interest, Wellman, a 
former city council member, had operated 
the farm market for six years. 

On May 25, former Grayling City 
Manager David Thayer was arrested for a 
charge of campaign finance public-body 
contributions, 

Grayling atlorney David Sabin, who is 
acting as a special prosecutor for the case, 
said Thayer is being accused of developing 
campaign literature for Wellman, City Gine, 
resources and a cily computer were used to 
assist Wellman, who failed in his bid for 
reclection to the city council in November. 

Since the last meeting, Grayling Mayor 
Kar! Schreiner said the city council 
received a disturbing leer from Grayling 
Department of Publte Works employees 
Daniel Benson. In the letter, which 
Schreiner read at) Monday's meeting, 
Benson said that Wellman approached him 
in the city park and said he had better be 
prepared to lose his job because the State of 
Michigan would be taking over the cily. 
When Benson said that two other employ- 
ees would be potentially laid off before 
him, Wellman allegedly said several 
employees would be losing their jobs. 

‘T don't know about the rest of the coun- 
cil, but I'm not inclined to sign a contract

DNR &E fish biologists 
catch an earful at hearing

Fly-fishing enthusiasts from northern 
Michigan and throughout the Midwest 
implored state fisheries biologists to fulfill 
a legislative mandate to expand gear restric- 
lions on regional trout streams. 

Over 150 fly-fishermen and women 
attended a Department of Natural 
Resources and Environment (DNR & E) 
public hearing in Grayling last week to give 
their input on proposed changes to trout 
and salmon fisheries in the slate, 

The first gear restrictions were put in 
place on the North Branch of the AuSable 
River in 1907. In the 1940's and 1950's, 
much was done on the trout 
streams. In the late 1970's, gear restricted 
walers were expanded to cover 105 miles 
for tly-fishing and 19 miles devoted to 
research. Gear restrictions refer to using 
artificial Mies only, catch and release fish- 
ing and bag limits. 

In 2002, the Legislature agreed to expand 
the amount of gear-restricted waters up to 
212 miles. But it wasn't until earlier this 
year that the DNR & E started accepting 
homimnations for trout streams that anglers 
would fike lo see gear restrictions placed 
on, 

Paul Meyer, a member of the Headwaters 
Chapter of Trout Unlimited, said  gear- 
restricted trout seams need to be expand- 
| ed to draw fishing enthusiasts to the state.

“LT look at trout waters in Michigan as an 
absolute jewel,” he said. “There's some of 
the best fly fishing in the country in this 
stale, and we need to protect il, we need to 
grow itand itneeds to be promoted that you 
can come to this state and catch trophy 
fish.”

Discussions over a wide 
range of issues from build- 
ing emotional resilience to 
the real nature of addic- 
tions are an integral com- 
ponent of this recovery net- 
work. Groups at your local 
community mental health 
are designed to be sate so 
persons can discuss their 
concerns without going to 
separate programs or facil- 
ilies, 

Especially sensitive is 
the lack of information to 
students that is invaluable 
to students so they can 
understand the — conse- 
quences for the misuse, 
abuse, of medications not 
intended for their use that 
have the potential to lead to 
addictions.

Isvery parent and grand- 
parent should be aware that 
Governor Granholm and

The need to address addic- 
lions and their negative 
outcomes in schools (soon- 
er than later) will go a long 
way to helping students 
make positive changes in 
their lives, 

There are persons within 
the Community Mental 
Health (CMH) care system 
called Certified = Peer 
Support Specialists (CPSS) 
who lead = community 
groups and can provide a 
one on one support. The 
CPSS are persons who 
have “been there done that” 
so they provide a unique 
Input and gitidance to per- 
sons who have substance 
abuse issues. The “brain- 
storming” that the informal 
groups provide with others 
in the community have 
shown that when a person 
talks with a CPSS even one 
lime the recovery from 


substance abuse can be 
improved — dramatically. 
The CMH’s that provide 
that service have recog- 
nized through experience 
when persons within. the 
community come together 
a remarkable change may 
result. Being able to. talk 
out these issues with men- 
tal health providers in the 
CMH) system can also 
bring a faster recovery. The 
“one warm point of entry” 
in the CMH _ system does 
not tell a person that they 
must recover from. their 
alcohol or drug substance 
abuse before treatment can 
begin. The possibility of an 
underlying emotional or 
mental illness is treated at 
the same time when sub- 
stance issues are discussed, 
Various groups are forming 
currently at) your local 
community mental health. 
MiPATH group is Personal 


Action Towards Health, 
Pathways to Recovery, 
Men's and Woman's 


groups and Co-occurring 
disorders are also available 
just to mention a few.

review lectures and fine- 
tune their knowledge with 
more practice problems as 
they proceed through the 
course. 

After the lectures and 
studies, the students take a 
quiz, which they must score 
70 percent or higher to earn 
a passing grade. They then 
go through five to six more 
similar modules in the 
course before taking the 
final test, which they must 
also achieve a score of 70 
percent or higher. 

The computer courses 
allow the students to work at 
their own pace, They can do 
their studies at home or at 
the school. The tests and 
quizzes, however, must be 
taken at the school and 
teachers Walt Tilson and 
Dave Ross are there to make 
sure the students are making 
daily progress. 

“Our teachers monitor 
that on a daily basis and 
they can tell if the students 
are starting to slip a little 
bit,” said Paul Brunell, the 
community education direc- 
tor for CASD. 

Some students work on 
one course at a time, while 
others bounce and jump 
between the classes to vary 
up their school day. 

Students earned as little 
as two credits and up to 
seven to eight credits 
through the virtual class- 
rooms. Over 50. students 
participated in the alterna- 
tive education classroom 
this year, and eight students 
received their high school 
diplomas. 

“Tt just gives them anoth- 
er opportunity lo earn some 
eredit that they wouldn't 
normally have,” Brunell 
sald. 

Brunell said the alterna- 
tive education program typi- 
cally graduates 20 to 25 stu- 
dents. He expects to reach 
that number of graduates in 
the next school year since 
more freshman and sopho- 
mores were enrojled in the 
school rather than juniors 
and seniors. 

Those students will also 
have the option to partic!- 
pate in a summer school 
education program, which 
will be housed at the 
Grayling Middle School. 
The students will be able to 
work oi the classes at home, 
and come in one day a week 
to take the quizzes and tests, 

“Those kids are driven so 
they will work from home.”

Brunell said. “Every little 
bit helps and they like the 
smaller environment.” 

The school district: does 
offer some GED preparation 
insuction and is consider- 
ing using Education 2020 to 
assist some of those stu- 
dents. Brunell, however, 
said the alternanve educa- 
tion program strives to get 
students to earn their high 
school diplomas unless they 
are up there in age. 

“They can get their GED, 
go to Kirtland Community 
College and get on with 
their life.” he said. “We look 
at that on an individual 
basis, buy typically we try 
to steer them toward a diplo- 
ma.” 

Before this school year, 
the alternative 
program used a previous 
computer program called 
NovaNet. 

Brunell said students 
were apprehensive with the 
change while staring with 
Education 2020, but quickly 
became accustomed to the 
new program, which is more 
rigorous. 

“Once they became com- 
fortable and realized what it 
all entailed and what they 
had to do - they just flew

with it.’ he said. 

Education 2020 offers tra- 
ditional courses in) math, 
algebra, social students and 
science as well as new 
courses such as financial 
math, career planning and 
development and environ- 
mental science. 

Student Korey Lile said 
he liked the new program 
because he learned more 
and it was more user frend- 
ly.
